Pen Suspect's 
Identification 
Is Revealed 


Youth Is One of Several 
Sentenced for Assault

Penitentiary Inmate Joseph Edmond DeYonghe Jr., 
21, has been identified as the suspect being held in con- 
nection with the death of Guard John M. Claussen on 
April 16. Lancaster Co. Atty. Frederick H. Wagener an- 
nounced the name after completion of psychiatric exam- 
inations of the youth. 
DeYonghe is one of the four 


youths recently sentenced to five 
years for assaulting another guard 
—Sim Ballard—with intent tp do 
great bodily injury. He initia'ly 
•was serving a 10-year term from 
Butler County for armed rob- 
bery. 


Wagener said 
that possible 
charges would be determined Sun- 
day. 
After a conference to be 
held with four examining psychia- 
trists. 


DeYonghe, who was one of 19 
prisoners employed in the peni- 
tentiar.v print shop at the time 
of 70-year-old Claussen's death, 
was said to have admitted the 
crime 111 a "written statement to 
Dep. Co. Atty. Elmer Scheele and 
several times in oral statements, ' 
Wagener said. 


The inmate, however, has also 
"at times denied the crime" dur- 
ing the course of the investiga- 
tion, Wagener said. 
As a possible motive for hold- 
Ing the suspect, Wagener said: 
"Our investigation disclosed that 
DeYonghe felt deep resentment 
toward discipline, more partcu- 
larly toward the discipline neces- 
sary in a penal institution." 


Claussen, was the guard imme- 


diately supervising DeYonghe. 


Wagener said: "There is corro- 


borative evidence of DeYonghe's 
admissions." 
Wagener did not disclose the 


nature of the murder weapon. 


Claussen's body was found on 
Good Friday morning at the end 
of a 75 foot trail of blood. 
The well-liked print shop super- 
intendent had served 13 years at 
the penitentiary, and there was 
no indication he had had trouble 
with anyone at the prison until 
the day of his death, Warden Hann

THOUGH ROBBERY was a pos-

A LITTLE later, while he was 


eating his lunch, apparently with 
his back to the stairs 28 feet away, 
someone slipped 
up behind the 


guard. 
He was slugged over the head 


twice, dragged 75 feet, and his 
neck slashed. , 
Claussen's own pocket knife was 


used for the 
cutting, 
but 
the 


bludgeon instrument was not im- 
mediately identified. 
It appeared possible, however, 
that one of the four-pound ingots 
of lead readily available in the 
print shop might have been used, 
then tossed into the pot of a lino- 
type machine to melt. 


UPON DISCOVERY of the body, 


all inmates were locked up and 
their clothes checked for blood. 
(Later. 
Sheriff 
Merle 
Karnopp 
took the clothes and other evi- 
dence to the FBI laboratory In 
Washington for the blood-spatter 
test which could detect spots not 
apparent to the human eye.) 


Activities of prisoners were ac- 


counted for during the 40 minutes 
the murder occurred.

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Dictatorships Never Last 
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Communist Trap Suspected by French 


Joseph E. DeYonghe has been 


called one of the smartest inmates 
at the penitentiary. 
Records show that the slightly 


stooped 21-year-old—being held 
as suspect by the County Attor- 
ney in the death of Guard John 
M. Claussen—has a high IQ, a 
psychiatric history, and convic- 
tions for armed robbery and as- 
sault. 
By the time he was 17 he had 


jterved four separate times in the 
Armed Forces. He was AWOL 
from the Navy in 1951 when ar- 
rested for robbery of a service 
station attendant—the charge for 
which he is now serving a 10- 
year sentence. 
DeYonghe was one of the 19 
inmates employed in the print 
shop when the shop's superin- 
tendent. 70-year-old Claussen, 
was brutally slashed and blud- 
geoned just before noon on Good 
Friday.

A'ill be named the "Selleck Quad- 
rangle" in honor of Chancellor 
John K. Selleck. 


The Board of Regents unani- 


mously approved a resolution sub- 
mitted by Regent Earle Johnson 
of Grand Island to name the $2 
million project after Selleck. 


The resolution 
cited Selleck's 
"vision, perserverance and pro- 
gressive spirit" and "the consid- 
erable effort on the part of Mr. 
Selleck as 
comptroller 
and as 
business manager." The naming, 
according to the resolution, is to 
show the regents' "sincere appre- 
ciation" to the present chancellor. 


Students will start occupying the 


Selleck Quadrangle at the begin- 
ning of the fall term. 


THIS WILlT mark the comple- 


tion of a long effort by Selleck in 
obtaining financing for the proj- 
ect, in securing land and in ob- 
taining the decision of the regents 
to go ahead with the project. 


Bruce Nicoll, Selleck's adminis- 
trative assistant, said "It has been 
John's dream to provide first rate 
dormitories. 
"I don't know of anything that 
pleases him more than to see 
the buildings go up.

NICOLL SAID the naming of 


the dormitories now is "timed 
just right," while 3elleck is chan- 
cellor and prior to his retirement 
from university service. 


The $2 m illion dormitory a nd 


cafeteria units now under con 
struction are expected to be ready 
for occupancy this fall. Each of 
the 342 domicile rooms in the 
three dormitory units will house 
two men. The three-story units 
will be air conditioined, the hall- 
ways sound treated, and all inter- 
ior rooms will open onto a land- 
scaped quadrangle court. 


The new units, together with 


three existing dormitories, will 
house "nearly 1,000 men students 
and will cover an area of two 
square city blocks. The cafeteria 
unit will accommodate between 
550 and GOO diners at one sit- 
ting, making it the largest cafe- 
teria in Lincoln. The construc- 
tion is being financed by 25-year 
bonds which will be retired with 
rental revenue and not with tax 
funds.

laboratory on the UmvciMty of Nebraska 
College of Agriculture campus came pass- 
Ing recognition of several points usually 
taken for granted. 


The new buiMing, for instance, occasioned 


a look at Nebraska's huge livestock indus- 
try. It might come as a surprise to some 
to note that more th.m half of the state's 
nearly one billion dollar a vear income is 
dcnved from cattle, hoes and sheep. 


Livestock's place in the country's wclfaie 


and in the 
national 
farm 
program was 


recognized by a national meat expert, lie 
viewed the expansion of the livestock in- 
dustry, through production of cheaper, bet- 
ter meat, as a means of impro\ ing the na- 
tion's nutritional standard, as an answer to 
the grain surplus problem and as a method 
of achieving greater conservation 
of the 


soil. 


The dedication also provided an oppor- 


tunity to pay tribute to a man who prob- 
ably has done more than any other for Ne- 
braska's livestock and meat processing in- 
dustries and who has been almost single- 
handedly responsible foi the new labora- 


tory—William J. Locffcl. chaiiman of the 
University department of animal husbandry. 


Bill Loeffel came to the University 35 


years ago. Even then one of his foremost 
desires was a meat laboratory to further 
teaching and research in his department. 
Sealed within the brick and mortar of the 
handsome building are years of planning 
and waiting by Mr. Loeffel. 


Against this background it was not sur- 


prising that from his friends and associates, 
the livestock men and officials of the meat 
industries, should come a suggestion that 
the now building be known as "Loeffel 
Laboratory." 


This would seem a natural and fitting 


manner of expressing the state's gratitude 
for the quiet, efficient work of Bill Loeffel.

The stormy petrel ot Persia, who looked 


death in the face five months ago when 
convicted of treason, is now face to face 
with solitary confinement for Ihice "yeai'S, 
which some might consider worse. The re- 
doubtable Mossadegh isn't cast clown, how- 
ever, but think? he can carrv his case to 
the high court of Iran. So he can, if the shah 
approves. Since the aged ex-dictator was 
convicted on grounds that he tried to over- 
throw the shah, his standing in that quarter 
might not look too good. Nevertheless, dur- 
ing Mossadegh's trial the shah wrote a let- 
ter to the court asking clemency for him be- 
cause of his services to the country as pre- 
mier. This averted the death penalty (a cir- 
cumstance which drew the appeal court's 
criticism) and- the wily fainting weeping 
tough old politician and/or statesman won't 
hesitate to ask him for more help. Could 
be that this fabulous invalid will die in his 
own bed at home, aged 150 or thereabouts. 


Spotting the Speeders 


Opening a new life-saving program, the 


governor-ot Colorado sent the head of his 
highway patrol to Washington State to sturij 
the recent phenomenally effcctixc campaign 
pursued there this year. One ot its major 
factors is tile use of radar to check the 
speed of eais on the highways, a method 
already familiar to Nebraska and to Lincoln. 
There can be no doubt of its eflectivcnc.ss. 
At the same time in Lincoln comes \hc re- 
port that motorists arc no longer keen on 
keeping their spccdomcteis TOO per cent ac- 
curate, but prefer letting these show a bit 
more speed than is actually occurring. The 
psychology here is obvious.

This impressed me as a sound technique, 


that of creating a thought wall ai ound yulii - 
.sell that is impervious to slights and hurts. 
Develop this spiritual protection and every 
hurt tiiat strikes that spiritual wall, is de- 
flected or broken. To be sure, this is nn 
imaginatne procedure. 
But tht imagina- 


tion is one of our most powerful gifts. Imag- 


ination is the process of using images. So 
form a mental image of a wall around your- 
kclf through which no hurt can penetrate to 
the center of your personality. This power- 
ful mental and spiritual discipline will give 
you a philosophical attitude toward Jife and 
people. It will help you to be relaxed and 


impersonal and dispassionate. It will take 


the heat from your emotional reactions. As 
a result, you will be a controlled person and 
will gain mastery over those sharp hurts 
which upset people. 
To maintain controlled, and 
therefore 


successful human relations, it is helpful to 
cultivate the scientific attitude. By that I 
mean when someone sa',s or docs anything 
to hurt you, say to yourself calmly, "Now 
let's analyze him to s^e why he's trying to 
hurt me, why he is mean or unkind. What 
is the reason for his altitude?" Such objec- 
tive reasoning tends to make your think- 
ing factual and your emotional reactions 
cool. Then you arc able to figure out 
a 


strategy to correct the relationship.

On the Upper Level 


There is an even more effective way to 


keep from being hurt, ft is to learn to live 
on a higher spiritual level where you do 
not constantly think about yourself and thus 
become acutely sensitive. On this upper 
level of spiritual understanding you can 
take a compassionate 
and 
long-suffering 


attitude. This will tend to draw even your 
enemies to you in the long run. 


It is most unlortunate that so many pco- 


p'e spend their lives emphasizing their hurts 
and dilticulties until they make, them into 
ouscssions, E\enlually the:' destroy their 
own possibility of happy living. But, by 
using the techniques mentioned above, you 
can lilt yourself to a level where you can 
think and react constructively. In this way 
you can achieve that mature control of 
your emotions which will guarantee happy 
and successful h\mg.

Corn planting is in full swing in 


Nebraska, but the amount already 
in the ground is less than that for 
a corresponding date in 1953. 


At last count only 2.4 per cent of 


the crop had been planted, com- 
pared with 7 per cent for a similar 
time in 1953, A. E. Anderson, 
state-federal 
agricultural 
statis- 
tician, said. 


Anderson said, however, that 


with the warm weather this week, 
the figure may equal the 25 per 
cent that was planted on May 16, 
1953. 


COLD WEATHER since the first 
week in May, when planting tra- 
ditionally gets underway accounted 
for the lag in planting. 


In 1052 5 per cent of the crop 
had been planted by May 3 and 
29 per cent by May 10, but this 
was a departure from normal be- 
cause of warm weather. 


The bulk of the Nebraska corn 


crop normally is in the ground by 
the third week in May. 


Anderson said moisture condi- 
tions this year are good for corn 
planting and the crop evn will 
germinate in the extremeiy dry 
area of south-western Nebraska. 
* * * 


BECAUSE of the good moisture 
conditions farmers may not plant 
as much sorghums as intended and 
feed the extra corn to livestock. 
In the southwest, however, farm- 
ers probably will stick to sorghum. 


In March Nebraska farmers in- 
dicated they would plant 6,914,000 
acres to corn, compared with the 
7,434,000 acres planted in 1953 or 
a 7 per cent drop from 1953. 


The 1953 production was 204,176,- 


000 bushels, or 28 per acre. 


Under the allotment program, 
farmers who exceed their acreage 
are not eligible for price support. 
Nebraska was to have cut its corn 
acreage 21 per cent in the 63 com- 
mercial counties. The 7 per cent 
reduction, however, includes coun- 
ties not in the commercial area 
and the commercial area reduction 
could be more than 7 per cent. 


Nationally, intentions were only 
about half a per cent below the 
1953 planting, primarily because of 
a shift from cotton to corn in the 
south.

Power Golf 
Hands Should 
Perform as

In folding my right hand over 


there is a cup formed which al- 
lows space enough ior the left 
thumb.

the illustration, my right hand 
udes very high on the left hand 
in my grip. The purpose in doing 
this "is to mold the hands to- 
gether so they act as one unit 
and not two, thus imparting con- 
siderably more hand action and 
consequently

ppeed at the moment of impact. 
The greatest pressure in my right 
hand is in the middle two fingers. 
That is because the club is well 
down in the fingers ot the_ right 
hand with a lot of left hand left 
over. 
Getting the proper grip at the 


start is one of the most import- 
ant steps in learning how to play 
golf. For that reason, let us con- 
sider the intents and purposes 
of the grip in relation to golf. 


By means of it we telegraph 


our enemy and our desires to the 
club. To do this with a maximum 
amount of efficiency, we've got 
to have a grip which will permit 
our hands and wrists to work
